“My Country, ’Tis of Thee,’’ is seldom 
heard today. O ccasionally a modern ver­ 
sion is heard, in which God s blessing is 
asked on America, 
“ our home, s w e e t 
hom e.” But none of these has served to 
keep alive a spirit of patriotism, without 
which the nation cannot he kept secure. 
What is jieeded is universal turning to 
the spirit of the old song. “ Their m andates 
m ake heroes assem ble, when Liberty’s 
form stands to view: thy banners make 
tyranny tremble, when borne by the Red. 
White and Blue.” 


Voiced by m illions of Am ericans, t h e 
song would be heard around 
the world. 
But, instead, people today sing of frustrat­ 
ed love, with an occasional nifty like “ Ru­ 
dolph, the Rednosed Reindeer’’ for variety. 


SIN OF IN D IF F E R E N C E 
“THE traveler in A m erica,” writes Dav- 
* id L. Cohn in the New York Tim es, “en­ 
counters worried men. Their prim ary con­ 
cern is with the life-or-death issue of war 
or peace. Their second concern is whether 
w e have becom e morally bankrupt; a race 
of frauds, givers and takers of bribes. . . 
breakers of laws, gangster-ridden on a 
huge scale. . .the nation is horrified by 
revelations of narcotism among us.” 
Position of the late Governor F o l k of 
Missouri that bribery is treason is recall­ 
ed. He said ‘the corruption which breaks 


o u t here and there and now and then” 
tends to change the form of the govern­ 
m ent from one that is representative of all 
the people to an oligarchy representative 
of the special interests. This being true, se ­ 
vere penalties ought to be applied to the 
bribers as well as the bribed. 
Most public servants are honorable men. 
But they will cease to be that ii public ap­ 
athy to corruption sets rn. If public offi­ 
cials ever understand there is indifference 
to peculations, the practice will grow until 
the nation is fatally weakened by the rot­ 
tenness within.

That gives each 
European country bargaining power with 
us 
There m ay be another side to this ques­ 
tion; perhaps Europeans cannot u n d e r * 
stand what we mean or what we 
want. 
They understand Stalin. His presentation of 
his case is clear-cut 
he seeks to establish 
a universal socialist state within w h i c h 
existing nations will be pc i milted a degree 
of autonomy. His alternative is a constant 
condition of war and the preparation for 
war. with attendant costs and disorders. 


Even his definitions ot socialism are 
clear, at any rate to a European, because 
they are based on the Leninist m odifica­ 
tion of M arxism as interpreted by Stalin. 
The Marxist basis is. in Europe, m o r e 
than a century old and is understood. 
W hereas to Americans M arxism m ay be 
confusing, a European high school student 
can expound dialectical m aterialism a n d 
will be for or against it. 
Thus far, no American has stated t h e 
case for the United States in term s under­ 
standable to an educated European or, for 
that m atter, to an educated Asiatic. The 
only European who has made clear t h e 
Western opposition to Soviet Russia and to 
Communism has been the pope. 


Again this needs explanation, particular­ 
ly when so m any Catholics and Protestants 
in the United States are concerned with 16th 
Century problems rather than with 
t h e 
urgencies of the year 1951. 
To most A m ericans the Communists pose 
an economic question: Go\ em inent owner­ 
ship of the m eans of production, distribu­ 
tion and exchange versus private owner­ 
ship. But two wars, various depressions, 
revolutions, inflations and other disasters 
have forced even upon unwilling E U r o- 
peans socialism in varying degrees, so that 
private enterprise, capitalism , has not the 
meaning or the value that it has for A m er­ 
icans. Furthermore, as the European looks 
upon the United States, 
this country is 
marked by an increasing socialism , not a 
product of m ass revolution, but imposed 
by government using the 
m echanism of 
taxation, subsidies and war controls. 


The struggle then becom es, for the Euro­ 
pean, philosophic and theological. It has to 
do with m an’s place in the cosmos; with 
the relations of man to his environment; 
with whether man is a creature of God. 
created by Him, or whether he is the end 
result of specialization in a biological proc­ 
ess. Whereas Christianity insists upon ab­ 
solutes in morals, M arxism insists that 
man is controlled by an ever-changing en­ 
vironment and that therefore there can be 
no absolutes.

In recent years “ The Star Spangled Ban­ 
ner’ has virtually replaced other patriotic 
songs, following its designation as the na­ 
tional anthem by Congress. But many who 
sing it hum the second verse because they 
have not learned the words. 
“ My Country, ’Tis of Thee,” is seldom 
heard today. Occasionally a modern ver­ 
sion is heard, in which God's blessing is 
asked on America, “our home, s w e e t 
h o m e.” But none of these has served to 
keep alive a spirit of patriotism, without 
which the nation cannot he kept secure. 
What is jieeded is universal turning to 
the spirit of the old song, “ Their mandates 
m ake heroes assemble, when Liberty’s 
form stands to view: thy banners make 
tyranny tremble, when borne by the Red. 
White and Blue.” 


Voiced by millions of Americans, 
t h e 
song would be heard around 
the world. 
But, instead, people today sing of frustrat­ 
ed love, with an occasional nifty like “ Ru­ 
dolph, the Rednosed Reindeer” for variety. 


SIN OF IN D IFFE R E N C E 
“ THE traveler in America.” writes Dav­ 
id L. Cohn in the New York Times, “en­ 
counters worried men. Their primary con­ 
cern is with the life-or-de^th issue of war 
or peace. Their second concerti is whether 
we have become morally bankrupt; a race 
of frauds, givers and takers of bribes. . . 
breakins of laws, gangster-ridden on a 
huge scale. . .the nation is horrified by 
revelations of narcotism among us.” 
Position of the late Governor b o l k of 
Missouri that bribery is treason is recall­ 
ed. He said ‘the corruption which breaks 
out here and there and now and then” 
tends to change the form of the govern­ 
ment from one that is representative of ill 
the people to an oligarchy representative 
of the special interests. This being true, se­ 
vere penalties ought to be applied to the 
bribers as well as the bribed.

Two wars in which this country cam e to 


the aid of Western Europe, have produced 


the historic situation of American respon­ 
sibility for the next war. That gives each 
European country bargaining power with 
us. 


There m ay be another side to this ques­ 
tion; perhaps Europeans cannot u n d e r - 
stand what we mean en’ what we 
want. 
They understand Stalin. His presentation of 
his case is clear-cut: he seeks to establish 
a universal socialist state within w h i c h 
existing nations will be permitted a degree 
of autonomy. His alternative is a constant 
condition of war and the preparation for 
war, with attendant costs and disorders. 


Even his definitions of socialism are 
clear, at any rate to a European, because 
they are based on the Leninist modifica­ 
tion of Marxism as interpreted by Stalin. 
The Marxist basis is. in Europe, m o r e 
than a century old and is understood. 
Whereas to Americans Marxism m ay be 
confusing, a European high school student 
can expound dialectical materialism a n d 
will be for or against it. 


Thus far. no American has stated t h e 
case for the United States in terms under­ 
standable to an educated European or, for 
that matter, to an educated Asiatic. The 
only European who has made clear t h e 
Western opposition to Soviet Russia and to 
Communism has been the pope. 


Again this needs explanation, particular­ 
ly when so many Catholics and Protestants 
in the United States are concerned with 16th 
Century problems rather than with 
t h e 
urgencies of the year 1951. 


To most Americans the Communists pose 
an economic question: Government owner­ 
ship of the means of production, distribu­ 
tion and exchange versus private owner­ 
ship. But two wars, various depressions, 
revolutions, inflations and other disasters 
have forced even upon unwilling E u r o- 
peans socialism in varying degrees, so that 
private enterprise, capitalism, has not the 
meaning or the value that it has for Amer­ 
icans. Furthermore, as the European looks 
upon the United States, 
this country is 
marked bv an increasing socialism, not a 
product of mass revolution, but imposed 
by government using the 
mechanism of 
taxation, subsidies and war controls. 


The struggle then becomes, for the Euro­ 
pean, philosophic and theological. It has to 
do with m an’s place in the cosmos; with 
the relations of man to his environment; 
with whether man is a creature of God.

SOM E M ONTHS ago, a group 
cf Jewish survivors from Central 
Europe sailed for Palestine afte r 
escaping from the terrible pres*’* 
ratio n s to wtuch they had bern 
aiibjrcted. T hey named their boat, 
' ‘The Good Ship Exodus,'* Since 
the year 1900, nearly on^ million 
Jew s have moved into this sam e 
land, and they are still going 
there. 
These people tv ere d o n g w hat 
their faraw ay ancestors' did in 
GPM45-1444 B C , when the g reat 
Exodus from F gy pt took place. 
T h at great outpouring of about 
two million hum an brings, their 
children, servants, probably some 
of mixed descent who had boon 
impressed by the wonders laking 
place in E g y p t , is one of the 
greatest ma** movements in All 
history. 
Mor es and Aaron went to P h a r­ 
aoh, afte r convincing their own 
^ p eo p le thr.t the Lord would in­ 
deed give them their liberty under 
the leadership of these two men. 
They sa d to the Pharaoh. ’ Thus 
saith the Lord God of Israel, Let 
My people go. th at they m ay hold 
a feast unto Me in the w ilder­ 
ness.** 
But Pharaoh answered, 
"Who 
»s the Lord, th a t I should obey 
His voice to let Israel go? I know 
not the I^jrd. neither will I let 
Israel go.” 
O’ Then Pharaoh made the bur­ 
dens of (he Ism ' lites much g re a t­ 
er. He told his ta sk m arter to give 
them no m ore straw to mix with 
the fla y in m aking bricks 
The 
poor w orkm en were forced to go 
into the fields after the harvest to 
g et the atubblc left by the rea p ­ 
er* and to chop it into s m a l l 
pieces. 
At the sam e time, they 
were told th at they m ust m ake 
the sam e num ber of bricks ra< h 
day as before. 
G 
The Israelites blamed this m is­ 
fortune on Moses, saying that in­ 
stead of helping them, he had 
"put a sword in their ithe Eg.vp* 
tian task m asters ) ha#d to slay 
us.” Even Moses was discouraged 
— even as you and I 
and asked 
the Lord why He had sent him 
to lead his people to liberty, 
The fjord reassured Moses, tell­ 
ing him. th a t "Thou shalt 
see 
w hat I will do to Pharaoh: for 
with a strong hand shall he let 
*them go, and With a strong hand 
shall he drive them out of his 
land.” 
F u rth er the Lord said 
"See I 
have made thee a god to P haraoh: 
and Aaron thy brother shall be 
thy prophet. ’ 
Again Moues and hts brother 
stood br fore Pharaoh, and this 
tune they took the rod with them, 
and it became a serpent when 
they threw it d o w n . 
But the 
g fo u rt's m agicians did the sam e 
thing with their rods, with an ex­ 
ception; their rods were devoured 
by Mosca' rod 
Then the Lord brought ten h o r ­ 
rible plagues upon the Egyptians. 
There lr not apace in this column 
to tell ol them in detail. The first 
was turning the w ater in the river 
to blood so th a t the fish died and 
the w ate r w as not fit to drink. 
The Pharaoh s magician* did the 
tam e thing. 
The second was the plague of 
^ 'r o g s which covered the land. Tho 
m agicians duplicated t h a t too. 
The third w as turning all the dust 


of the land into lice. which in­ 
fested m an and b*ast, The m a­ 
gicians tried that too. hut rould 
not m ake it work, and they told 
Pharaoh th at this w as the "finger 
of God,’’ but he would not listen 
but hardened his heart. 
Sw arm s of flies was the fourth, 
and this time the Lord put a divi­ 
sion between the E gyptians and 
the land of the Israelites, so that 
tim latter would not suffer from 
tho plague. 
In spite of the sufferings of his 
people, the Pharaoh s heart hard­ 
ened after the p l a g u e * w^re 
a ated. ami ho refused to let the 
Israelites go. 
The next was an illness am ong 
tim cattle so that they all died, 
hut the Israelites’ rattle were per­ 
fectly healthy. Boils that afflicted 
e\eryone, even the Pharaoh, came 
next, then r a i n and hail th a t 
ruined crops; then locusts that ate 
the last of the growing things 
The ninth plague w as a dreadful 
darkness th a t settled o v e r the 
E gyptians, while the 
Israelites 
had tight. 
As the various plagues w e r e 
lifted, Pharaoh » heart hardened 
snd he refused to let the people 


One night, at midnight, P h ar­ 
aoh rose, he, and his servants and 
alt tho people, and thoro arose a 
great cry throughout all the land, 
for tho firstborn of every family 
was dead, from the least unto 
Pharaoh himself. "There was not 
a house w here there waa not one 
dead.” 
The Lord had prepared the Is­ 
raelite* for this terrible scourge. 
Each household w as ordered to 
kill a lam b on the tenth day of 
the month, then on the fourteenth 
day they w ere to kill the lamb. 
and sprinkle some of its blood on 
the upper door of the house, so 
th a t when the ang^l of d e a t h 
passed he would spare the in­ 
habitants of the b lo o d - m a rk e d 
houses. This was to be the feast 
of the Passover, which, the Lord 
ordered, they should keep a t that 
sam e tim e forever. 
Pharaoh realised th a t the Lord 
w is indeed with the Israelites, 
and he ordered them out of Egypt 
with their families, their flocks 
and herds. 
So Moses led them 
forth. 
"A nd th** Lord went b e f o r e 
them in a pillar of a cloud, to lead 
th em the w ay: and by night in a 
pillar of fire, to give them light. 
to go by day and night.” 
They camped before the Red 
sea. and by this time, Pharaoh 
had repented of letting them go, 
and he sent his best chariots and 
soldiers after them. The Israelites 
w ere terrified, but th at night the 
cloud th a t h id been before the 
Israelites, stood behind them, be­ 
tween them and the Egyptians. 
In the m orning the Israelites 
upbraided M o s c a for bringing 
them aw ay from their homes, but 
he said: ‘T h e Lord shall fight for 
you, and ye shall h o l d y o u r 
peart." 
You know the story well. how 
Moses raised his hand and the 
w aters of the sea parted and the 
hosts of Israel walked dry-shod 
through tho sea; while the c h a ri­ 
ots and soldiers of the Egyptian* 
sank into the sea as the w aters 
cam e back and all w ere drowned. 
On dry land and safe, the Is­ 
raelites sang a beautiful song of 
praise to God.

SO M E MONTHS ago. a group 
of Jewish survivors from Central 
Europe sailed for Palestine after 
escaping from the terrible perse­ 
cutions to winch they had been 
subjected. They named their boat, 
•‘The Good Ship Exodus." Since 
the year 1900. nearly on- million 
Jews have moved into this same 
land, and they are still going 
there. 
These people were doing what 
their faraway anchors* did in 
IVH45-1444 B C , when thr» great 
Exodus from Egypt took place. 
That great outpouring of about 
two million human brings, their 
children, servants, probably some 
of mixed descent who had bern 
impressed by the wonders taking 
place in E g y p t , is one of the 
greatest mass movements in ail 
history, 
Moses and Aaron went to Phar­ 
aoh, after convincing their cav it 
^people that the Lord would in­ 
deed give them their liberty under 
the leadership of these two men. 
They sa.d to the Pharaoh, "Thus 
saith the Lord God of Israel, Lot 
My people go, that they may hold 
a feast unto Me in the wilder­ 
ness." 
But Pharaoh answered, "Who 
is the Ixird, that I should obey 
His voice to let Israel go? I know 
not th* Lord, neither will I let 
Israel go." 
• Then Pharaoh made the bur­ 
den* of the Isis lites much great­ 
er. He told his taskmaster to gi\e 
them no more straw to mix with 
the clay in making bricks 
The 
poor workmen were forced to go 
into the fields after the harvest to 
get the stubble loft by the reap­ 
ers and to chop it into a rn a I I 
pieces. 
At tim same time, they 
were told that they must make 
the same number of bricks ra< h 
day as before, 
* 
The Israelites blamed this mis­ 
fortune on Moses, saying that in­ 
stead of helping them, he had 
"put a sword in their (the Egyp­ 
tian taskmasters’I hajtd to slay 
us. * Even Moses was discouraged 
- even as you and T 
and asked 
the Lord why He had sent him 
to lead hta people to liberty. 
The Lord reassured Moses, tell­ 
ing him. that "Thou shalt see 
what I will do to Pharaoh: for 
with a strong hand .shall he let 
*them go, and with a strong hand 
.shall he drive them out of his 
land." 
Further the Lord said 
"See I 
have made thee a god to Pharaoh; 
and Aaron thy brother shall he 
thy prophet " 
Again Moses and his brother 
stood before Pharaoh, and this 
tune they took the rod with them. 
and it became a serpent when 
they thro a* it d o w n 
But th** 
^court's magicians did the same 
thing with their rods, with an ex­ 
ception: their rods were devoured 
by Mosca’ rod 
Then the Lord brought ten hor­ 
rible plagues upon the Egyptians 
There if not apacj’in this column 
to tell ct them in detail. The first 
vs aa turning the water in the river 
to blood a*> that the fish died and 
the water was not fit to drink 
The Pharaoh s magicians did the 
•ame thing. 
The second was the plague of 
^Progs 
hi ii c .V red tile land Tile 
magicians duplicated t h a t too. 
The third was turning all the dust 


of the land into lice, which in­ 
fested man and beast. The ma­ 
gicians tried that too, but could 
not make it work, and they told 
Pharaoh that this was the "finger 
of God," but he would not listen 
but hardened his heart. 
Swarms of files was the fourth, 
and this time the Lord put a divi­ 
sion between the Egyptians and 
the land of the Israelites, so that 
tim latter would not suffer from 
tho plague. 
In spite of the sufferings of his 
people, the Pharaoh’* heart hard­ 
ened after the p l a g u e s were 
abated, ami he refused to let the 
Israelites go. 
The next was an illness among 
thr' cattle so that they all died, 
but the Israelites’ cattle were per­ 
fectly healthy. Boils that afflicted 
everyone, even the Pharaoh, came 
next; th**n r a i n and hail that 
ruined crops; then locusts that ate 
the last of the growing things 
The ninth plague was a dreadful 
darkness that settled o v e r the 
Egyptians, while the Israelites 
had light. 
As the various plagues w-ere 
lifted, Pharaohs heart hardened 
and he refused to let the people 
go- 
One night, al midnight, Phar­ 
aoh rose, he, and his servants and 
all the people, and there arose a 
great cry throughout all the land, 
for the firstborn of every family 
was dead, from the least unto 
Pharaoh himself. "There was not 
a house where there was not one 
dead." 
The Lord had prepared the Is- 
rn**htea for this terrible scourge 
Each household was ordered to 
kill a lamb on the tenth day of 
the month, then on the fourteenth 
day they were to kill the lamb, 
and sprinkle some of its blood on 
the upper door of the house, sn 
that when the ang<M of d e a t h 
passed he would spare the in­ 
habitants of the blood-marked 
houses. This was to be the feast 
of the Passover, which, the Lord 
ordered, they should keep at that 
same time forever. 
Pharaoh realized that the I^rd 
was indeed wdth the Israelites, 
and he ordered them out of Egypt 
with their families, their flocks 
and herds. 
Bo Moseys led them 
forth 
"And the Lord went b e f o r e 
them in a pillar of a cloud, to lead 
th'un th" way; and by night in a 
pillar of fire, to give them light, 
to go by day and night." 
They camped! before the Red 
sea, and by this time, Pharaoh 
had repented of letting them go, 
and he sent his best chariots anti 
soldiers after them. The Israelites 
were terrified, but that night the 
rloud that hid been before the 
Israelites, stood behind them, be­ 
tween them and the Egyptians 
In the morning the Israelite* 
upbraided M o s c a for bringing 
them away from their homes, but 
he said: "The Lord shall fight for 
you, and ye shall h o l d y o u r 
peace.” 
Y'ou know the story well, how 
Moses raised his hand and the 
waters of the sea parted and the 
hosts of Israel walked dry-shod 
through the sea; while the chan- 
j ota and soldiers of the Egyptian* 
I sank into the sea as th*4 waters 
came back and all were drowned. 
On dry land and safe, the Is­ 
raelite* sang a beautiful song of 
i praise to God,
